Dollars, 
drugs for 
orphans 


There are organized drives, and 
there are spontaneous drives. This 
is the story of a Wilmington 
woman who collected, with the aid 
of friends in and out of Wilmington 
Methodist Church, for a relief ef- 
fort which was centered in St. 
Bridgid’s Church, in Lexington. 

It was. she says, the most ex- 
citing forty-eight hours of her life. 

Jo Crowell lives up off Hillside 
Way. in Wilmington, up near the 
water tower. Last Friday evening 
she sat at home, watching TV. At 
11 p.m. the news came on. There 
were many persons who watched 
the news at that time, and who 
learned of the plight of the orphans 
in Saigon. 

Jo Crowell did something about 
it. She started the next morning, 
and ‘she kept going until Monday 
afternoon - over forty-eight hours. 
By that time there had been 
collected twenty-five tons of food, 
$12 thousand in needed drugs and 
$$ thousand all in cash, collected 
and delivered to St. Brigid's 
Church in Lexington. ’ 

It was a tremendous effort, and 
Jo. for her part. never felt better. 
It was. she says “‘so much fun." 
From Wilmington, over 100 people 
were involved, many of them from 
the United Methodist Women. 

Jo. because of the Friday night 
news broadcast. called the Friends 
for Vietnam Orphans organization. 

It was in Lexington, in St. Brigid's 
Church. As the result of what she 
learned she spent all day Saturday 
on the phone. 

First the manager of DeMoulas 
Market in Wilmington and the 
manager of the Supreme Super- 
market in Woburn agreed to put 
out large boxes, to collect baby 
supplies. There were other stores 
which were approached, and the 
-managers refused. 

Then Jo got the ladies from the 
United Methodist Women. They 
volunteered to help Jo. One of the 
first things they did was to 
purchase 40 vials of Ampicillan 
from Choate Memorial Hospital in 
Woburn. Dr. Francisco, 
Wilmington physician, delivered 
the drugs personally. 

The New England Memorial 
Hospital, in Stoneham did its part. 
Jo's neighbor, Dr. Rolland Sturte- 
vant, is on the staff of that 
hospital. Several hundred dollars, 
donated by the Methodist Women 
were used as a starter to purchase 
drugs and supplies - ampicillan 
and intravenuous fluids. 

The chief pharmacist of that 
hospital. Don Cusley, and the 
purchasing agent, Erwin Cole, got 
into the act. Thus do things snow- 
ball. 

one by one people and 
organizations joined up. Many 
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food and 
Vietnam

went to Lexington to help the peo- 
ple in St. Brigid’s Church. 

Mrs. Crowell recalls the work of 
Dora Ardolino of Broad Street, and 
Fran Gamlin of Reading Avenue - 
and of a sizeable donation from 
Sweetheart Plastics, packing 
materials and tapes for packing. 

The really exciting part, she 
Says. was in St. Brigid's in Lex- 
ington. wher many persons of 
many faiths were working 
together. 

Large vans were packed by 
volunteer workers, and sent by 
truck to the Boston airport, where 
United Air Lines took the vans to 
San Francisco. In that city planes 
-of the United States Government 
took over. and flew the supplies to 
Saigon, to be used in the 
orphanages. 

“| just want everyone to know,” 
says Joe Crowell. ‘How @nuch fun 
it is to be a part of an organization 
in which everyone is working 
together to help. and how great 
people can be."

Readers of the Town Crier will 
recall that some few months ago 
the Wilmington Selectmen and the 
Wilmington Planning Board locked 
horns about an extension of 
Washington Avenue into a real es- 
tate development known as Glen 
Acres. The planning board re- 
quired that the developer extend 
his road through to Washington 
Avenue, which comes out on Clark 
Street. 

The people of Washington 
Avenue did not like the idea, or 
some of them - and they took up 
the subject with the selectmen, 
who ruled against connecting the 
two roads - whereupon the plan- 
ning board felt that the matter of a 
road through to Glen Road should 
be debated in the annual town 
meeting of 1976 - the first annual 
town meeting that would be 
available. 

There were other matters too -a 
pond, dug in a pear area, that ex- 
ceeded the original estimates for 
depth, and the matter of providing 


money to construct the extension 
for Washington Avenue, if the town 
should so vote next spring. 

The developer was required to 
put up a sum of money as a bond - 
if memory serves correctly it was 
$20,000. Shortly afterwards the 
developer had financial troubles, 
and not much has been heard of 
Glen Acres since then. 

Tuesday night there were 
twenty-two residents of Glen 
Acres at the planning board 
meeting, plus two infants. They 
had a tale of woe, much of it being 
based on bewilderment about the 
laws of the Commonwealth, and 
which board was responsible for 
what phase of the construction. 

Three homes, it seems, have 
water in the cellars. In one in- 
stance the depth was mentioned as 
being four inches. That was no 
responsibility of the planning 
board, and Chairman Harding told 
of a firm that used to advertise dry 
cellars, but no longer does so. 

There was uncompleted street 


construction. Harding was told 
that the developer estimated the 
work will cost $11,000 - but the 
developer doesn’t have the money 
at this time. Harding doubted, but 
did not know, that the work could 
be done for $11,000. 

There are no street lights. There 
are instances of crime, and no one 
knows where it is taking place. 
The noises can be heard at night, 
but nothing can be seen. 

Harding told the people that the 
status of wiring in the area is not 
under the jurisdiction of the plan- 
ning board. That was something 
that happens between the 
developer and the Reading Light. 

There was the matter of no 
street signs. That too, Mr. Har- 
ding said, was a problem. 

The people were very nice, and 
Mr. Harding was equally nice, but 
it was a stand-off - except that 
Harding told them their remarks 
were being recorded, and there 
would be an answer, in due time.

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1975 State Census 
starts Monday 


The 1975 State Census in 
Wilmington starts Monday, and 
residents are being asked to co- 
operate. 

Census counters will be gbing 
from home to home, from Monday 
on, until the census has been com- 
pleted. All census tallies are plan- 
ed to have been completed and 
tallied by the state by June 15. 

The ‘key’ date is March 1. All in- 
formation received will relate to 
that date. Several state functions 
relate to that date, as well as does 
the local census. 

Reduction of the House of 
Representatives will be based on 
these tallies. The reduction is to be 
from 240 to 160 members. 

Reimbursement of the schools, 
of library aid, and of regional 
health will be based on the results 
of the census. Statistical informa- 
tion will help control the distribu- 
tion of monies obrained from the 
state lottery commission. Many 
other state functions are also in- 
volved. 

The work must be completed by 
June 15, statewide.

The Wilmington Planning Board 
> has received a number of 
recommendations from the 
Thomas Associates of Boston, 
relative to the proposed low and 
medium housing scheduled to be 
erected on the banks of the Ipswich 
River. The proposal, which has 
been heard by the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals, is now under 
study by that board, for the next 
two weeks. 

Wilmington boards such as the 
planning board have the right to 
make certain types of suggestions 
for the conditions of such erection, 
and it is with this in mind that the 
planning board has asked the 
Thomas Associates, for its 
thoughts on the matter. 

Carol Thomas, of the Thomas 
Associates, Tuesday night said 
that there were indications of 
‘serious conflict’’ with the 
proposal for Candlewood Village. 
She was particularly concerned 
about the laws and policies to 
protect wetlands and areas subject 
to flooding. 

The applicant, Carol Thomas 
said, has submitted a plan which is 
in accord with the provisions of the 
law, but most of the units are in an 
area designated by the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
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Development in Flood Hazard 
Boundary Map No. H25 017 1492 07, 
March 1, 1974, as a ‘‘special flood 
hazard area.’ The lady further 
reported that a majority of the un- 
its proposed were below the ‘‘Stan- 
dard Project Fllod" of a boundary, 
established by the Department of 
the Army, Corps of Engineers, and 
shown in a report dated Sept. 1971 - 
Flood Plain Information, Ipswich 
River, North REading andReading 
and Wilmington,- Mass. 

It was her recommendation that 
the planning board ask that 
because of the possible danger, no 
construction of buildings should be 
allowed and no filling should occur 
between the “Standard Project 
Flood” and the Ipswich River. 

Mrs. Thomas noted many con- 
ditions which she brought to the 
attention of the board. Among 
some of them: She believes the 
board should recommend fencing 
of all areas along the Ipswich, to 
alleviate dangers to children and 
to the infirm, as shown on Plate 5, 
of the New England Division, 
Corps of Engineers, for the 
Ipswich River. 

She thought that there should be 
assurances against the use of salt, 
in the proposed driveways and 
sidewalks, and that sand be used in

such a manner as to avoid filling in 
the river. 

It was her recommendation that 
a sidewalk be constructed, from 
the entrance of Candlewood 
Village to Concord Street, and she 
added that. ideally, another should 
be constructed to Federal Street. 

Were there to be flooding con- 
ditions, she asid, the entrance 
could be blocked off and there 
would be no entrance to the site for 
emergency vehicles, particularly 
for the housing for the elderly 

Noting that the proponents 
propose a six inch forced sewer 
main she told the planning board 
that this did not fit into the town's 
master plan and would be, in 
effect. a six inch private utility. 

It was her belief that the general 
public would be inconvenienced by 
the construction of such a six inch 
main when it is possible that in the 
next few years a master plan 
sewer extension might be con- 
structed. 

It was her belief that the master 
plan for sewers, prepared in 1958 
and updated in 1965, should be used 
- that there be gravity sewers con- 
structed, with pumping facilities, 
and force mains as needed to meet 
the projected flow requirements of 
the areas tributary to Woburn 
Street as established by the town. 
The developer should be required 

to post a bond accordingly, and 
assurne full financial responsibili- 
ty for design and construction, she 
said. 

Fire fighting, she said would be 
inadequate without adequate 
water supplies. The height of the 
buildings planned would require 
more than 1200 gallons a minute at 
20 pounds pressure, which is now 
available. She was of the opinion 
that 2500 to 3500 gallons per minute 
be a minimum, at 20 pounds 
pressure, and that accordingly the 
planning board should ask for a 
booster pump and tank of adequate 
size. 

The phasing of the new housing 
was another subject. The lady 
recommended that the new hous- 
ing be ‘‘phased in"’ at a rate of not 
more than 100 units to be occupied 
in any calendar year. This, she 
said, would amount to a maximum 

increase to be absorbed in a year, 
or twice the normal construction 
in the town, or a reasonable hous- 
ing effort. 

She recommended that the plan- 
ning board request that the max- 
imum height of the buildings be 
reduced to 38 feet, to conform to 
town bylaws, which have been 
designed to obviate the need for 
equipment to serve greater 
heights, and an alternative con- 
sideration would be possible if the 
applicant purchase and give to the 
town adequate fire fighting equip- 
ment.

Spokesmen cite 
LRTA benefits 


Two spokesmen for the Lowell 
Regional Transportation Authority 
(LRTA) and the Northern 
Middlesex Area Commission 
(NMAC) stressed the benefits 
Tewksbury could accruefrom the 
LRTA at a selectmen’s meeting. 

During the same session, 
selectmen voted 3 - 2 to notify the 
LRTA that the new chairman of 
selectmen, Joseph J. Whelan, or 
his designee would represent the 
town on the LRTA board. 

The same vote notified the 
LRTA that Edward A. Flanagan 
wouldn't serve as designee for the 
chairman anymore. 

Whelan and selectmen Norman 
O. Boudreau and Joseph A. McNeil 
voted for the actions, while 
selectmen Frank A. Antonelli and 
Neil Niven Jr. were opposed. 

Kurt Schork, assistant director 
of the NMAC, advised the 
selectmen a $40,000 NMAC study 
funded by the Urban Transporta-

tion Commission was underway. 
The study, he said, would be used 
to get federal funds to improve 
public transportation in the area. 

Schrok stressed a public meeting 
would be held Monday, April 14 at 
7:30 p.m. in Tewksbury town hall 
to gather suggestions and com- 
ments from local residents about 
public transportation needs. 

Once the study is completed, 
Schrok said, the LRTA could be 
eligible for state and federal aid 
not only for capital expenditures, 
but also for the cost of operating 
routes. 

He said if Tewksbury took ser- 
vice from the LRTA it was con- 
ceivable that the town wouldn't 
have to pay anything for LRTA 
service for the first five or six 
years.

Paul Martinek, administrator of 
the LRTA, told selectmen LRTA 
administrative costs for the 
current fiscal year were funded for 
$50,000, but for various reasons 
would cost $15,000 less than that. 

Stressing one example of savings 
through the LRTA, Martinek said 
Lowell originally had to pay $625,- 
000 toward the MBTA deficit, but 
that aid received through the 
LRTA cut that figure by $250,000 to 
$300,000.

Roads need work 

Of the Highway Division, he 
stated, \ 

“Of some 200 plus miles df road 
in Tewksbury about one-half of this 
mileage represents unaccepted 
roads. Some 40 miles of road are 
gravel, provide no drainage and 
are in poor condition. Drainage 
problems are severe due to lack of 
facilities to conduct runoff and the 
generally level terrain. Many 
toads were improperly con- 
structed and will require complete 
reconstruction. 

“This division will provide the 
greatest number of functions. 
Permanent employees formerly in 
the Tree Dept. have been assigned 
to this division. In addition, gar- 
age personnel and the related 
maintenance and repairs of all 
equipment will be under the 
highway division.""

Later he stressed the highway 
department should include: 

1. Creation of a preventive 
maintenance center to service all 
town-owned equipment and 
vehicles. 

2. Review of existing facilities to 
determine need for sand-salt 
storage, hydraulic lift, welding 
and paint shop, location for gas 
facility and space requirements. 

3. Inventory of all roads to deter- 
mine condition, type of surfacing, 
drainage, accepted or unaccepted, 
in order to establish priorities and 
a five year capital improvement 
Program. 

4. Inventory of all sidewalks to 
develop a sidewalk program con- 

‘ sidering location of schools, 
pedestrian traffic, churches and 
other facilities in establishing a 
long range construction schedule. 

5. Inventory of all equipment and 
vehicles throughout four divisions 
to prepare a five year replacement 
program based on life cycle costs. 

Wants overall plan 

Condon stated, 

“‘An overall roadway 
maintenance program with a 
systematic approach must be 
prepared. There are numerous 
roads and subdivisions that have 
been improperly constructed. 
Drainage problems are evident 
everywhere in town. Maintenance 
of equipment and vehicles is based 
on daily needs."’ 

Concerning himself with the 
solid waste problem, Condon 
reported, 

“Presently the town has a con- 
tract for municipal pickup of rub- 
bish. A privately operated landfill 
accepts the town's rubbish and 
also accepts rubbish from a 
number of private collectors 
beyond the limits of the town. Bas- 
ed upon the present rate of fill and 
the area of the property now being 
used as a sanitary landfill site the 
projected life of this disposal area 
is about two years. This problem 
may be the most. difficult: to 
resolve and should take immediate 
priority."” 

Cites parks 

Concerning the park division, he 
stated. 

“The maintenance of parks, 
ballfields, youth center, 
playgrounds, town common and 
the installation of recreational 
equipment, fences, preparation of 
new areas and scheduling of all ac- 
tivities is performed by this 
division.”

Of the Water and Sewer Divi- 
sion, he stated, 

“This division maintains all 
facilities related to delivery of 
water. It includes the 
maintenance and construction of 
pumping stations, layout and in- 
stallation of water mains; repair, 
installation of and reading of 
meters; record retention, prepar- 
ing and billing of water services; 
the investigation and development 
of new water sources; and the day 
to day activities related to 
providing the town residents with 
water. 

“Expansion of this division must 
be recognized at this time. The 
imminent signing of the Lowell- 
Tewksbury agreement whereby 
the town will participate in a 
regional sewage construction 
program requires the planning 
process to begin. The creation of a 
combined Water and Sewer Divi- 
sion initially is logical for two 
reasons. 

Wants departments joined 

“One, the user charges for the 
sewers will be based on water 
usage, thereby requiring a com- 
bined billing for these two ser- 
vices. Secondly, the maintenance 
inspection and construction of both 
water and sewer facilities are 
closely related and the Water Divi- 
sion is capable of performing both 
these functions. 

“Several years of preliminary 
planning and design of Phase ‘‘A’’ 
consisting of the sewer main-in- 
terceptor, two pumping stations, a 
metering station, and lateral 
sewers for a total of 11 major con- 
tracts at an estimated construc- 
tion cost of $10 million cannot be 
lightly disregarded. Inevitably, 
and conceivably within three 
years, the construction of Phase 
“A” will begin. 

“it is possible the sewer 
program could become a primary 
effort and the need for a separate 
division identified. Future needs 


for major water treatment 
facilities and expansion of the pre- 


other at some later date. 
Wants billing improved 

“The water division maintains 
approximately 120 miles of un- 
dei mains and 6000 in. 
dividual services to homes, 
businesses, commercial and in- 
dustrial plants. Preliminary dis- 
cussions with a computer consul- 
tant indicates that billing intervals 
are too infrequent. As with all 
divisions, field and office 
procedures will be reviewed in 
more detail but no immediate 
changes are recommended. 

Concerning water services, Con- 
don stated, 

“The town has been growing 
faster than the tapping of adequate 
water resources necessary to meet 
demands. Peak demands cannot 
be met from the existing 14 well 
stations. Quality of water must be 
improved by filtration in the near 
future. Evaluation of the alter- 
natives must be expedited and the 
town should then proceed with the 
most viable solution to supply suf- 
ficient and clean water to its 
residents.’ 

Referring to sewer projects, he 
streessed, 

“Construction of Phase ‘‘A’’ - 
the main interceptor, depends on 
the completion of the Duck Island 
Treatment plant in Lowell. Town 
personnel should be hired to design 
and supervise the construction of 
all sewer works to: (1) insure 
compliance with plans and 
specifications; (2) have the as- 
built plans for the location of un- 
derground facilities and personal 
knowledge by field inspection; and 
(3) save the town about 50 per cent 
of consulting engineering fees." 

Problems stressed 

In a general roundup on the 
DPW, Condon stated, 

“A central municipal facility to 
provide all town vehicles and 
equipment with regular gas, un- 
leaded gas and diesel fuel should 
be constructed. An article for the 
construction and installation of un- 
derground tanks, pump island and 
pumps has been submitted... 

“General repairs, tune-ups and 
major repairs of all town vehicles 
and equipment should be ac- 
complished at a municipal service 
center. A preventive maintenance 
program to reduce costs is essen- 
tial.. 

Wants central facility 

“A central DPW facility encom- 
passing all divisions is highly 
desirable. Centralization will Im- 
prove operating efficiency 
between divisions. The existing 
highway garage is inadequate and 
deficient to consider an addition or 
improvement to this building..
